NEW 'YORK. Jan. 4 (R) -- Researchers have discovered a blood component in heart 
disease padents that could within a decade lead to development of a vaccine against the 
disease, according to a leading Britisfa heart speciallsL 

Dr. ^jay Kakkar^ director of thrombosis research at London's King's College Hospital 
Medical School, said tbe discovery could also lead to an early-warning signal for susceptibil- 
ity to heart disease in people as yom^ as 20. 

In an interview with Reuters. Dr. Kakkar'said the blood component hari been isolated 
from heart disease patients and was considered a factor in the deaths of one quarter of the 
victims of the dise^ under the age of 65. 

Dr. Kakkar estimated that a vaccine would help to save the lives of 2S0.000 Americans 
and 60,0(X) Britons a year as well as millions of other people throughout the world. 

The next step for researchers is to grow the bacteria that form that blood component and 
then develop a serum against tbenfL Dr. Kakkar said. The componenL peculiar to heart 
patients, has not yet been named. 

Dr. Kakkar said: ** We are very hopeful that ui the I *^M0s and maybe much earlier we will 
have the vaedne and we win begin to inoculate some of those people we indentify as 
susceptible to heart disease.** A vast proportion of the victims of heart disease died between 
the ages of 45 and 65. be said. 

“But if we wait until tiie age of 45. it is too late, the disease has already started.'* Dr. 
Kakkar. a 45-year-oId surgeon who moved to London in 1 96 1 from New Delhi, will be a 
director of the proposed S30 mfllion Bob Hope Hart Institute to be buOt in Seattle. 
Washington state. 

He said that researchers at London* s Nortfawick Park Hospital traced the blood compo- 
nent in a five-year study of 3B(K) patients, of whom 71 developed heart disease, heart 
attiu»fc«e or strokes. Dr. Kakkar and fellow researcbeis found differences when they studied 
the patients' blood. 

Whfle the key to understanding prt^ssive heart disease seems within reach, ''we don't 
yet oodezstand tbe mechanism that is a fector in sudden death." which ofreo is caused by a 
blood clot.'* Dr. Kakkar said. 

"Hardening of the arteries takes place in everyone. Maybe that makes the clotting easier, 
or does sometiung happen to tbe blood." Dr. Kakkar asked. "We can't stop aging, but 
perhaps we can slow it down so people can live longer and healthier lives." he said. 

Wlule tbe hunt continues to find the cause of spontaneous blood clots, for which there is 
no wanting. Dr. Kakkar said he made a breaki^ugh in reducing the death rate due to 
blood dot&ig during and immediately after major surgery. 

After two years of research. Dr. KaJdtar found that heparin, a cell en^me discovered in 
1916, dramatically reduces blood clotting when administered before and after surgery. 

Hatf of 4.500 patients in a blood clot study directed Dr. Kakkar received heparin and 
only three deaths were related to blood dots. In tbe other half that did not receive the 
^enzyme. 16 died foBowing clotting. ^

LONDON. Jan. 4 (AFP) — Douglas 
Hurd, miiuster of state at tbe foreign office, 
has said there were no indications &it Saudi 
Arabia intended to take economic reprisals 
against Britain following reported differ- 
ences between the two countries. 

The reported tension started when the 
British government refused to receive an 
Arab delegation, which included a represen- 
tative of the Palestine Liberation Oi^aniza- 
tion (PLO). that was to have visited London 
in early Dumber to explain the Arab Mid- 
dle peace plan. 

In a letter in the Times by Saudi Arabia's 
Deputy Interior Minister P^ce Bandar ibn 
AbduAah said the attitude was homiliating 
and insultiDg. He urged Arabs to "hit the 
Westerners where it hurts ... in their pockets, 
for they have no hearts." 

The problems emerged again Sunday when 
a diplomatic source reveiried that Foreign 
Secretary Francis Pym would not go to Sau^ 
Arabia during his coming Gulf tour. 

Hurd, in a radio interview, confirmed the 
Saudi invitation to Pym but said “they came 
to us a few days ago and said on the whole 


they thought the timing was not ri^it because 
they wanted to sort out tbe Arab League 
delegation coining to London” first 

Earlier Monday, the British government 
said the change in I^m's tour was due merely 
CO a sdieduli^ plan. Hurd stressed that the 
Foreign Office bad contacts with the PLO for 
some time but felt they should only be raised 
"to the level of meeting tbe foreign secretary 
and prime minister... if it made a contribution 
to the p^ce process." 

Tbe minister of state added that there bad 
oi^ been media speculation but "no hard 
evi^nce'* of possible economic sanctions by 
Riyadh. 

“We are frying, with the King of Morocco, 
to work out in confidential talks with him the 
basis on which the Arab League mission 
might came here within a matter of weeks," 
he added. 

Meanwhile. Conservative member of Par- 
liament Sir Anthony Kershaw . who heads the 
pariiamentaiy foreign affairs committee, 
criticized Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's ht ^rfling of the affair, charging 
that she was making relations with tite Arabs 
"more difficult".

Meanwhile Israeli President Yitzhak

BAHRAIN. Jan. 4 (R) — Pro-Western

Tbe official Oman Press Agency said 
Oman decided that aU nationals in South

The grace period was offered following a 
declaration of principles signed in Kuwait on 
0<^. 27 aimed at ending 1 5 years of feuding 
and tension between tbe south Arabian 
states. 

South Yemen bas a friendship trea^ with 
the Soviet Union, while Oman has a a^tary 
pact whb the United States. South Yemen, a 
country of 1.9 miDion people, has green 
refuge to Omani rebels and Oman regards it 
as a Soriet base. 


KUWAIT. Jan. 4 (Agencies) — Saudi 
Arabia's reported refill to receive British 
Foreign Minister Francis Pym was baDed 
Tuesday by a Kuwaiti newspaper as a" move 
worthy of exaltation.** 

Tbe paper urged aU Arabs to emulate 
Saudi Arabia's example, expressing hopes 
that anti-British feelings would extend to tbe 
United States. 

" We wish all (Arab) attitudes to emulate 
this (Saudi) move." said the independent 
newspaperAi -Jfed Al -Am editoriaUy. “ Who- 
ever disrespects us should not be respected by 
us. And whoever anempts to offend us 
should be offended and punished by us." 

The sources ascribed the Saudi action to a 
displeasure over London's refusal to receive 
a member of the Palestine Liber..^n Oigan- 
ization in an Arab League peace mission. 

Al -RaiAl ■’Am reviled British Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher for insisting that the 
PLO publicly forgo its alleged lerrorist incli- 
nations and practices. 

"What does she (Thatcher) think? She 
seems to operate under the delusion that the 
Arab world is still under the British colonial 
yoke and that the Palestinians must remain 
victims, in the manner that Britain has been 
deeming from tbe start." 

The paper rejected the British attitude 
toward (he Arab League peace mission as a 
"nauseating arrogance." 

"The Saudi move is great," said AI^Rai 
Al’Am. "And it would be much greater of 
this (anti-British) action was also meted out 
on tbe United States." 

Tbe paper reminded the Arabs of tbe Bal- 
four Declaration whicb ted to the eventual 
creation of tbe state of Israel. It also under- 
scored what h described as “unlimited 
American aid to Israel and American hatred 
of tbe Arabs."

BEIRUT. Jan. 4 (AP) — Rival militiamen 
battled i«'itb artiUeiy. mortars and muiti;de 
rocket launchers in the northern port dty of 
Tripoli. Tuesda;y and police report 30 more 
per£ns were killed and as many wounded. 

This was the highest single-day death toll in 
the 11 -week-old battle for dominance of 
Tripoli that has so far claimed at least 1 33 
lives in Lebanon's second largest dty. 80 
kilometers north of Beirut. 

Thousands of inhabitants were huddled in 
basements and bomb shelters for a fifth 
straight day in the dty's seaside slums with 
dwindling food supplies. There was no run- 
ning water or electricity, police said. 

Tripoli hospitals sent out appeals for 
urgent medic^ supplies as pro-anti-Syrian 
militiame n pounded each other's position in 
Tripolf s densly populated Bab Mohsen. bab 
El-Tabbaneh and Kubbeb neighborhoods, 
according to police. 

Many victoms were killed or wounded 
when random shells and rockets slammed 
into their apartments during the latest round 
of fighting &at has r^ed without let up since 
Friday, police said. 

Prime Minister Shafiq Wazzan telephoned 
bis Syrian counterpart. Abdul-Rauf Kasm. to 
ask him to intervene to stem the fighting. 

Previous Syrian mediation attempts, 
including a ceasefire arranged by foreign 
minister Abdul-Halim Khaddam last mon&. 
have failed to bring peace. 

A Syrian military delegation asrigned by 
President Hafez A^d to hekp work out a 
ceasefire in Tripoli had been unable to reach 
the city because rains and thunderstonns 
made helicopter flights impossible, police 
said.

Bani Sadr 
says no end 

to Gulf war 

is in sight 

KUWAIT, Jan. 4 (AP) - Two exfled 
Iranian leaders have predicted that tbe 
27-month-old Iraq-Iran war will remain 
open-ended as long as Ayatollah Kho- 
meini remained in power in Tehran, tbe 
newspaper Al ~Watm said Tuesday. 

“The war will not come to an end as 
long as Khomeini remains alive,” former 
Iranian President Abol-Hassan Bani Sadr 
told the paper in an Interview. “The war 
^> 1^ 0 might be ended if one side raanagiesto 
inflict a decisive defeat on the other. In 
any event, the war wfll entafl grave conse- 
quences for the entire (Gulf) regioa.’' 

The interview was conducted in P aris, 
where Bani Sadr and a diehard Iranian 
commando leader, Massoud RajaW, live 
in exile. Rajavi heads tbe Mujahedeen 
Khalq group, an organization of under- 
ground dissidents seeking to topple tbe 
Khomeini re^me. 

“Tbe moment of total collapse along 
the front line is now at hand," said Bani 
Sadr. “The two rides have reached a stage 
where none can pursue hostilities without 
committing economic suicide.” He 
clriroed that the United States and Israel 
were “ fueling the war ... by supplying the 
two countries with weapons." 

“ Tbe United States and Israel are out to 
weaJeen Iraq and Iran alike." said Bani 
Sadr. “But the end is likely to come much 
sooner than many expect, largely because 
of the internal dissent now ra^g across 
Iran. 

He said chat be bad “tried to prevent the 
outbreak of tbe war from tbe start ... and 1 
did try to stop it in the initial stages. I was 
toppled the day I decided to seek a sectle- 
ment (with Iraq) through tbe nonaligned 
nations mediators," AJ-Watan quoted 
Bani Sadr as revealing. 

Khomeini dismissed Bani Sadr as 
commander-in-chief of the armed forces 
June 10, 1981. Parliament voted Bani 
Sadr incompetent June 21, 1981 and 
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Bam Sadr 

imp^bed him. The next day, Khomeini 
dimissed him as president Shortly after- 
ward, Bani Sadr fled Iran . and settled in 
Paris aloogwith Rajavi. ' . 

Al •Watm quoted Rajavi alM u insist- 
ii^ that “ Khomeini must go” ' if the war 
with (ran was to be ended. “As long as 
Khomeini remains in power be will pursue 
his boundless ambitions,’' said Rajavi. 
“Khomeini dreams of an' Islamic emjxre 
that would extend from- Indonesia to 
Morocco under the mantle of Iriam.” 

Rajavi claimed that.Khomeiofs desig- 
nated successor, Ayatoflaih . Muntazaii 
was “ personally supervising tte export.of 
terrorists to Arab and Islaouc countries.” 

He said that Muntazari also was caking 
charge of southwestern Ir^ian milhaiy 
training camps “where saboteurs ate pre- 
pared and suj^lied with forged pass- 
ports.” 

Rajavi told Al-Wnlieii that the National 
Reristance CouncQ was bent on ending the 
war with Iran. Ife did not say how the 
council would do that. 

Tbe council, he said, “is the spearhead 
of counter-revolutionism’’ in Ir^ indicat- 
ing that the body was ^ctioaing io col- 
laboration wjjch Mujahedeen Khalq. 

Rajavi Al -Wmtan said, cautioned the 
“moderates of tbe Arab worbT against 
paving Iran any war reparations. The 
Kbomeioi regime has been insisting 
$130 billion to be paid as a price for end- 
ing the war with Iraq. 

Kajavi warned that the Gulf war, should 
it continue any longer, “threatens the 
unity of OPEC,” claiming that Iran was so .

NEWBURY, England, Jan. 4 (AP) — 
Forty-four women arrested during a New 
Year's eve anti-nuclear protest at a U.S. air 
force base in Britain were released Monday 
after spending the weekend in jail. A court 
ordered them to appear for a hearing Feb. 14. 

The women, some carrying flowers, were 
greeted by sin|?ng and cheering supporters 
who packed Newbury Magistrates Court. 
About 24 women held an all-night vigfl out- 
side the coun building. The women left the 
courtroom singing a protestsong. “you can't 
kill the spirit." and sang and waved banners 
on the courthouse steps. 

Police arrested the women on charges of 
breach of peace during a protest Saturday 
night over the planned sting of U.S. Cruise 
missiles at Greenham Commtm Air Base. 24 
kms south of Oxford. The protesters scaled a 
fence and raised banners over a concrete silo 
that is to house 96 of the miarfles. 

The weapons are among 572 Cruise and 
Pershing II missiles NATO plans to deploy in 
Western Europe by December 1983. Sixty- 
four other Cruise missiles are to be deployed 
in Britain at Moksworth. near Cambridge, bv 
1988. 

Elite Regiment 
co-founder dead 

LONDON, Jan. 4 (AP) — William Sterl- 
ing, who with his brother David raised Bri- 
tain's Elite Special Air Service Regiment in 
World War II, died at ^ 7|. the King 
Edward Vll Hospital for Officers reponed 
Monday. 

Hospital staff said he died there Sunday 
after felling and breaking his leg at his Lon- 
don home . The Daify Telegn^ said that after 
the accident he had lain 36 hours in the 
apartment before he was discovered and 
taken to hospital. 

Lt. Col. Sterling took overcommand of the 
newly-foimed 2nd SAS Regiment after his 
brotter was captured by the Germans in 
1943. Colm Bill, as he was called by his SAS 
Commandos, led them from Tuniria to Sicily 
and up through Italy in a series of brilliant 
harassing raids on enemy positions. 

The SAS is known today for such daring 
cloak-and-dagger exploits as the May 1980 
raid on the Iranian Embas^ inLondon. Bri- 
tons watched in awe as live television pictures 
showed SAS men blast their way into the 
buQding to free hostages being held by Ira- 
nian gunmen. 

The SAS was in action behind Argentine 
lines in last years Falklands war. and under- 
cover SAS men are engaged in a deadly cat- 
and-mouse conflict with Irish nationalist 
guerrillas in Nonhem Ireland. 


PARIS, Jan. 4 (AFP) ~ European sden- 
tists have this year started a survey of the 
strategic 4,000 kms long, 20-km$ deep strip 
running from northern Scandinavia to 
Northern Tuniria in an ambitious new project 

called “ Geotraverse.” 

For strange though it may seem, screntists 
have a belter knowledge of the si^ceofthe 
moon or the jrianet Mars than that of planet 
ffar th. Tlie mu]dnariooa]“Geotravexse" pro- 
ject was {flanned by the Stiasbouig-based 
Esnnpean Foundation for Science (EPS) 
which agreed last November that the work; 
would be coordinated by Dr. Peter Flicker, 
secretaiy^general of the Swiss National 
Foundation for Scientific Research 
(SNFSR). 

The SNFSR made $119,000 available or 
“Geotraverse" Jan. 1. The entire project is 
expected to cost about $17 mflUon. 

Although the main aim of the project is to 
enend scientific knowledge of the earth's 
European strata, there could be an important 
economic interest for the West. 


Soviet scientists have been drilling deep 
into the bowels of the earth on the Kofe 
Peninsula, which has a si milar geographical 
structure to nearly Scandinavia. The Soviets 
have drilled to a depth of about 1 1,000 met- 
ers there and have recorded temperatures of 
1 80 degrees centigrade. Traces of copper and 
Nickel 'were found at 3 depth of 1 ,8(>b meters 
in exploimble quantities. 

“Geotraverse" also envisages using the 
most modern seismic equipment which will 
use solar probes to reveal the extent and 
structure of' rock layers. 

One of the most interesting studies will be 
in trying to determine the age of certain 
areas. For instance, the Scandinavian rock 
strata is estimated to be about 3,000 million 
years old but more knowledge is needed 
about the age of rocks, in'the Alps. Corsica 
and the Atlas Mountains ui North Africa. 

Scientists look on these areas as the last 
archives to be explored in mao’s hum for 
earth's history.

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 4 (AP) — Actress 
Marilyn Monroe died 20 years ago.' but a 
string of boutiques is reviving the polka-dot 
blouses, circle skirts and sheaffi dre^s of her 
era. in hopes that the 1980s woman wants to 
look like the 1950s star. 

The “remembering Marilyn” boutiques 
opening this month at 12 Blomiingdale’s 
department stores also will sell nremorabilia. 
including a S6.000 doll complete with a fur 
coaL gold and diamonds, said Roger Rich- 
man. who represents the late actreM estate. 
Richman said Monday be expects the bouti- 
ques to catch on because of Miss Monroe's 
enduring mystique and because the era of the 
1950s is particularly appealing during 
economically troubled times. “I believe tiiat 
Marilyn Monroe is the embodiment of 
beauty, talent and sensuality. It is an image 
that many wome'n strive for and which many 
men appreciate.” he said. 

Clotb^g wiU feature styles of the '50s — 
riieath dresses, capri pants, polka-dot blouses 
and circle tidits as well as copies of some 
gowns from Monroe films. Richman said. The 


boutiques will sell the 56.000 doll manufac- 
tured by the Eugene Doll and Novelty Co. 
Inc. to be released Feb. 8 at the Amerkan toy 
feir in Neirark. Richman said. The 22-inch- 
tall doll will sport a ftill-Iengch sable coat and 
diamond and gold jewelry. A $450 and a $75 
version of the doll will aim be released at the 
same event.

U.S. citizen involved in Haiti blast 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Jan. 4 (R) — The 
Haitian government said Monday night a 
U.S. citizen of Jamaican descent set off a car 
bomb near the presidential palace which kil- 
led himself and fatally injured two others. 

In the first official comment on the New 
Year's day blast. Defense and Interior Minis- 
ter Roger Lafontant said Allan Mills, whom 
he described as a U.S. citizen of Jamaican 
ancestry, was responsible for the “terrorist 
act." MiQs was killed in the explorion. which 
also injured nine other persons. Lafontent 
said in a communique. He said the dead man 


was a member, of the Miami-based Hector 
Riobe group. 

A U.S. embassy spokesman said he could 
not coiffirm Mills' nationality and added 
there was a possibility the suspect had been 
carrying false identifi^tion papers. Politica] 
sources said they had not heard of the Hector 
Riobe Group. 

Riobe was a guerrilla commander killed 
during the 1 960s fighting a^iii^ the regime 
of Francois “Papa Doc" Duvaiier. who died 
in 1971 and was succeeded by fais son.

Santos raps 
U,S. stand 


MOGADlSHU,Jan.4(R) —Somali Pres- 
ident Muhammad Siad Baire pledged con- 
tinued support Tuesday for volunteem fight- 
ing for autonomy in various partsof Ethiopia. 

The Somali leadersaid in a national broad- 
cast that he would contine to support the 
freedom fighters "mateiiany and morally" 
until they had been granted self- 
determination by the ‘'coioniaT Addis 
.Ababa authorities. Somalia, a bitter ideologi- 
cal foe to its Marxist neighbor, backs Western 
Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) volunteers 
fighting for the independence of the Ogaden 
Desert region where the two countries have 
long waged a border conflict. 

Secessionist voluneers fighting for the aut- 
onomy of the northern Ethiopian province of 
Eritrea and the central province of Tigray 
also have offices in Mogadishu. WSLF 
Sccreiar>'-General Abdinassir Sheikh Aden 
told Reuters Tuesday that his forces were 
about to resume hit-and-run operations in 
the Ogaden after a lull of about six months. 
He said he had received intelligence reports 
that Soviet Ml-24 helkoptersofthe sort used 
b> Si.>\'iet troops in Afghanistan were being 
assembled in Jijiga, the main town of the 
Ogaden. and that Soviet personnel were 
training Ethiopians to fly them. 


Abdinassir Sheikh Aden said the helicop- 
ters could be used either to strike at WSLF 
volunteers in the Ogaden or against their 
bases in Somalia. Somalia and Ethiopia 
fought a full-scale war over the Ogaden, 
which is inhabited mainly by ethnic Somali 
nomads, in the late 197te which the Ethio- 
pians won with the help of Cuban troops and 
Soviet arms. 

There have been fi«quent clashes along 
their common bonder ever since. The most 
recent flare was in July when Somalia said h 
was under attack from Ethiopian troops and 
fighter planes. President Siad Bane said 
Tuesday that Somali troops had “conbonted 
the Ethiopian aggressors and their allies, 
inflicting heavy losses upon them..." 

Ethiopia has denied any involvement in the 
border clashes and says they are the work of 
rebels fighting to topple President Bane's 
government. Ethiopian leader Mengjstu 
Haile Mariam said in Addis Ababa Monday 
Somalia was preparing an “ army of invasion” 
against his country. There have been few 
reports of clashes in recent weeks but the 
Somali Defense Ministry appeals daily for 
volunteers to join the army and women’s 
groups raise funds for the fighdng by offering 
jewelry and cash. 


Spain to take steps on ransom 


MADRID. Jan. 4 (AP) — The govern- 
ment announced Monday legal measures to 
prevent payment of ransom in casesof abduc- 
tion after civil guards freed last week a 70- 
ycar-old Basque industrialist kidnapped by a 
commando of the political-military branch of 
El A, the Basque separatist or^nization. 

Saturnine Orbegozo was found unharmed 
in a small house of shepherds near the village 
of Donamaria, in the northern Navarra pro- 
vince. Iasi Thursday by civil guards who 
ancsted two abductors who were with him. 
Orbecozo spent 48 days in the house sin« he 
was abducted at Zuraarraga, near San Sebas- 
tian. Nov. 14. 

The director-general of state security 
(pidicel. Rafael Vera, said in a news confer- 
ence the ETA commando that kidnapped 
Orbegozo was made of four men and a 
woman, two of whom. Ignacio Odriozola,21, 
and Grogorio Manso, 23. were arrested. The 


three others, Elena Baicena, Jose Ignacio 
Rodriguez and Juan Martinez, were at lazge. 
Vera describes the woman as the leaderof the 
commando. 

The commando, be said, was allegedly ' 
involved in the bomb attack on a frigate of the 
Spanish Navy at Pasajes, near San Seba^ao, 
as well as bomb attacks on public buildings in 
San Sebastian. Vera said the tnterior ministry 
will adopt legal measures to penalise pay- 
ment of what ETA caU**reyolutionaiy taxes” 
imposed on Basque businesses and payment

The ministry, he said, wifl likewise adopt 
measures to prevent contacts or arrange- 
ments of intermediaries in abductions. An

The communique made 
no mention of rebel casualties. The press 
office said guerrillas also attacked a military 
patrol Friday night near the village of 
Jerusalem 300 kms northwest of here, seri- 
ously wounding a trooper.

Dos S^tos also condemned “international 
maceuve/s” aimed at “paralyzmg” the 
Organization of African Unhy (OAU). 

'nej^ralyzatioDofthetfaeOAU dejprived 
the African peoples of an important msmi- 
ment toward total freedom a^ the stability 
of the continenL Dos Santos said. He added: 
“This makes our continent more vulnerable 
to Western powers who aim to impose a as- 
tern of neo-colonialism on Africa.”. 

Iranians expel 
2 Australians 

SYDNEY. Jan. 4 ( AP) -~The expulsion of 
two Australian diplomats from Iran is 
believed to be the first time Australian 
envoys have been asked to leave a foreign 
country in the past 20 years. 

A foreign affairs department spokesman 
said Monday he was unable to identify a case 
in the last 20 years when an Australian dip- 
lomat had biMn expelled. According to a 
w*eekend Tehran radio report, the two 
Australian diplomats John Duim and Barry 
MacDonald — were asked to leave Iran 
because they requested visa photographs of 
Iranian women without tbeir hejab. or tradi- 
tional headgear. 

TTie Iranian charge d'affaires. Ahmad 
Jeddi. said at the weekend be would reveal 
this week why the two diplomats were expel- 
led. The department spokesman confirmed 
that visa applicants had to provide a pas^^rt

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Soviets get German tank secrets 


COLOGNE, Jan. 4 (ONS) — The West 
German Defease .Ministry is trying to allay 
anxiety over revelations that the Soviet 
Union bas obtained samples of the armor- 
plate used on the Leopard II main battle 
tank. 

A ministry spokesman has also discounted 
aUegattons that the tank's predecessor, the 
Leopard I — which is stiU in service — “ tends 
to apart even without enemy fire.” The 
spokesman showed an unsurprising leluc- 
tance to go into great detail when asked to 
comment on the issues, raised at the trial last 
month of a Soviet spy, beyond saying that the 
case had been treated as industrial espionage. 

However, the spy was charged with “ being 
active as an agent of a foreign secret service.” 
He was convicted and Jailed for three years. 
He admitted to the Dusseldorf Superior 
Court that he had worked for the Russians 
from 1967 until 1981, when he ^ve himself 
' up to West German counierinteUigence after 
tbe then interior minister promised more 
leniem treatment forspieswho turned them- 
selves in. 

Hiere are reports that the officers who 
interrogated him refused at fust to believe his 
story — that he obtained and passed on to the 
Russians details of the Leopard IF s armor- 
plate. 

According to the tale told in court, the spy, 
Dietrich Manfred Lieben, made friends with 
a group of workers at the Heinrichshutte 


card sessions in a local pub, the steelworkers 
told their friend all atout tbe type' of steel 
used, its thickness, tensfle strength and the 
production methods. They also said that a 
year earlier, in 1971, production had frdlen 
behind, which would have made tbe company 
liable for heavy penalty payments.

The astronauts said the inddenis were the 
result of normal pilot error, such as oversteer- 
ing when the nose pitched i^. or of landing 
conditions, such as the high dtitude of white 
sands. New Mexico, where the late wheels- 
dowD incident occurred.

There was evidence of this in the third 
Skylab mission in ] 973 when one astronaut 
told his tick colleague to keep silent about 
throwing and even to toss vomit away 
rather than keep it for medical examination 
as standing orders provided. 

Motion sickness is among the least of the 
gamut of illnesses initially feared for man in 
space. There were predictions that an 
astronaut's bones would lurn to jelly or that 
weightlessness would scramble his brain. 

Soviet leader Nikita S. Krushchev told 
President Kennedy in Vienna during their 
1 961 summit, for example, that the Russians 
feared their first spaceman. Yuri Gagarin, 
might suffer "p^chological effects" on his 
historic flight. 

According to a State Department 
memorandum of conversation recently 
declassified. Krushchev said that “prior to 
the flight, there was some fear of entrusting 
Gagarin with the controls of the qiacecraft. 
Nevertheless, he was gjven the controls but 
the instructions were aided and sealed in an 
envelope. Ibe code was developed in such a 
way as to make sure that only a normal per- 
son could decode iL Now everything is 
known: Gagarin has his fli^t. and he 
sang songs while in orltit." 

Motion sickness has concerned man at 
least since be first went to sea. ^»ce sickness, 
by all accounts, is milder than any otherform. 
Astronauts, who as former test pilots had 
been rocked and rotated without becoming 
air tick, have resisted being monitored for tiie 
^nmptoms while in ^ce.

Finland accepts sick refugee

BANGKOK (R) — Kampuchean refugee 
Say Thon, lying paralyzed in a hoqiital bed 
wifo only a costly machine and his hopes to 
keep him alive, received the new year gift he 
most wanted: be now has a country. 

Rejected 18 months ago by Unit^ States 
immigration officials alttough he was a sol- 
dier for the U.S.-badced government in 
Kampuchea a from 1 970 to 1 975 . Say Thon is 
the &st Kampuriiean refugee to be accepted 
by Finland. 

In February he and his fomity will fly to 
Helsinki to start trying to salvage their lives. 
Say Thon. 31. expresses his gratitude in a 
whisper mad e hoarse by the hole in his throat 
where the green plastic tube of his respirator 
is attached. 

He smiles and tries to show that he has 
made progress since surgeons at Bangkok 
General Hospital removed a massive but 
benign tumoT from hU neck a year ago, but the 
effort of moving his fingers sends his body 
into violent spasms. 

Say Tbon's elderly parents, his brother, 
two sisters and orphaned niece live in a 
Bangkok refiigee camp and visit him in the 
bospdtaTs intentive care unit with the same 
solicitude tiiey showed when they brought 
him out of femine-stricken Kampuchea on an 
ox-cart in late 1 979. 

For three years. Say Thon’s family had car- 
ried him wherever they went, according to 
officials at the United Nations-nin lefrgee 
camp in eastern Thafiand where they took 
shelter. 

The growing weakness of his body was 
diagnosed there as a nervous disease which 


would become progiessiveiy worse. Then, in 
December last year, his breathing failed. In 
the Ban^ok hospit^ the real cause of his 
paralysis was found, but although the tumor 
was removed it had already iiieversibly dam- 
aged his qtinal cord, doctors in Bangkok said. 

"He has become somewhat bettersince the 
<^ration." sud Dr. Pongsak >^ddayakom. 
director of Bangkok ^neral Hosmtal. 
"Sometimes he can breathe by himself for a 
short time, using his shoulder muscles, but it 
is very hard work." 

He said Say Thon's care now cost about 
Si 50 a day at a special diarityifiscountTateat 
the private hospital, the main center in Bang- 
kok for treating seriously iB refugees. 

Dr. Pongsak was among the fiik Tbai med- 
ical experts to treat the tens of thousands of 
Kampucheans who fled starvation, fighting 
and a new Vietnamese-backed Communist 
goveiTimeot in their country in late 1 979.. 

"When the Kampuchean refugees crossed 
into Thailand they were dying like au tumn 
leaves." he said. An embassy spokesman said 
the Finnish government would pay the fam- 
fl/sair fares to Helsinki and Say Thon's med- 
ial bills there. Say Thon's 23-year-old 
biotberaod menage sisters said they toped to 
find work in Heltinki to support tto famfly. 

A UB. refugee official smd medical care 
was found for Say Thon in the United States 
more than a year ago and would have been 
financed by voluntary agencies there, but he 
was rejected by the liam^ration and Natural- 
ization Service (INS). 

But INS officials said although a nuiting 
home and ftee doctors' service had been 
found for Say Thon in the United States, his 
respirator would still have had to be paid for. 
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THATCHER’S BUNGLING 

It has always been clear that Mrs. Thatcher has bung- 
led the issue of the Arab delegation's visit to London to 
explain to her the peace plan agreed on during the recent 
Fez summit. 

Now she realizes perhaps that it was a mistake to 
humiliate the Arab leaders by refusing to see a represen- 
tative of the Palestine Liberation Organization. Inciden- 
tally. who was it who created the Palestinian problem in 
the first place? 

The delegation visited the U.S., which refused to meet 
with a PLO leader for obvious reasons, including fear of 
the Zionist lobby, then went on to France which showed 
much more course than Britain and commendable 
defiance of American influence. The Soviet Union and 
China greeted the delegation with the respect it 
deserved. 

Mrs. Thatcher has had second thoughts rince the 
delegation which was due to be led by King Hassan of 
Morocco canceled its visit on account offensive* Brit- 
ish conditions. 

Let's be frank about the whole matter. Mrs. Thatcher 
and her government are not expected to change much 
the situation in the Middle East or to restore Palestinian 
rights. It would have been merely a courtesy visit show- 
ing Arab esteem for Britain and persuading it to believe 
that it can still play a powerful role in world affairs. 

But even this desire on the part of the Arabs was 
spumed with the result that British esteem in the Arab 
world has fallen still further with corresponding rise in 
Arab admiration for France. 

So what has Mrs. Thatcher gained in the process? She 
has invited for the British people some Arab hostility 
and certainly herself lost a lot of goodwill while earning 
plenty of prejudice.

Al -Riyadh Tuesday, deplored 
the British goveznmenfs attirude 
toward an Arab League delega- 
tion and its reftsal to accept PLO 
representation in the delegation 
which is expected to visit London.

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Mao’s widow, chief aide face execution within 20

PEKING — 

By solemn order of the Supreme People’s Court 
of China, Mao Tse-tung*s widow' and a chief 
lieutenant face execution within 20 days for capital 
crimes committed during the 1966-76 cultural 
revolution. But there are strong doubts here that

Their two-year reprieve for rehabilitation expires 
Jan. 25. and top officials recently said that neither 
Jiang Oing. the 69-year-old former movie star who 
married Mao in the 1930s. nor Zhang Cbimqiao. 
67. the former vice premier, has shown any sign of 
repentance. Under the country’s three-year-old 
criminal code, they would nonn^y be executed at 
the end of the reprieve by a single stet foed into the 
back of the head. 

The wide^read belief among Chinese and d4>- 
iomats here, however, is that a last-minute commu- 
tation win amend the sentences to life imprison- 
ment But there axe also indications that final 
agreement has not yet been reached whlun the 
leadeishq). Indeed, the press has been reporting an 
upstage of leftist obstruction to Deng Xiaoping's 
policies, and renewed prosecution of Gang of Four 
subordinates. AU this may indicate pressure on 
Deng to cany through with the death penalty. 

Otiier Marxist countries have a tradition of New 
Year’s Day amnesties, but not China, llie only Da 
She (big release) took place in 1959 on the 10th 
anniversary of the People's RepubUc. Then the 
decree was signed not by Mao but by President Lui 


Shaoqi. who later becaroe the chief target of the 
Gang of Four. The verdict rendered against 
Madame Mao in Jan. 2i, 1 98 1 . by the ^cial bench 
of the Supreme People's Court specifically found 
that die “firamed and persecuted" State President 
Uu and on her orders he "was peisccutcd to 
death." 

Zhang 's crime was that he "collaborated with 
Jiang Oing in organizing and leading a counter- 
revolutionary clique for foe purpose of overthrow- 
ing the People's Democratic Dictatorship" and 
specifically engineered an armed clash to seize 
power in Shanghai in 19M. Throughout the Gang 
of Foul's trial in late 1980 and the beginning of 
1 981 Zhang defied the court by refusing to speak. 
Jiang Qing frequently interrupt^ the proceedbig to 
defend her role in the cultural revolution and was 
seen on television being dragged from tte cour- 
troom. which was open to selected Chinese but 
dosed to foreign journalists. 

Of the other Gang of Four members, former 
Party Vice Chairman Wang Hongwen. 50, drew a 
Ufe sentence and party ideologist Yao Wenyuan. 
49. was sentenced to 20 years. Ten lesser co- 
defeodanis. all elderly, drew terms up to 18 years 
but recently were reported paroled to hoqiiials 
because of poor health. 

Meanwhfle. a Hong Kong newspaper with 
authoritative Peking connections. Da Bao^ 
said in early November that preiimiDary Ic^ pro- 
ceedings bad begun in Peking gainst Jiang Oing’s 
“five Ing commanders" in the cultural revolution — 


four univeisi^ students and one teacher, whose 
speeches and wall posters ignited the lO-year 
upheaval. Theire has been no mention of foe stu- 
dents. Nie YangzL Kaui Dafii. Tan Houlan. Wang 
Dabin and Han Aijing, in foe official press. Teacher 
Nie Yanga is credited with {mtting the first 
poster of the period, a f^lemic against so-called 
capitalist loaders that was immediately qidorsed by 
Chairman Mao. 

Trials of provincial foflowers of the (3ang of Four 
apparently have been underway fairly continuously 
since foe chief defendants themselves were toppled 
from power in October 1976. a month after Mao’s 
death. One proceeding in Shanghai was reported 
just before the National Par^ Congress in Sep- 
tember. 

A long interruption midway through the origiaal 
Gang of Four trial at year end 1980-81 sugg^ted 
strong differences if not downright embarrassment 
over the proceedings. Only short portions were 
televised, but apparently these were enough to win 
sympathy for Jiang, who insisted she was carrying 
out Chairman Mao's instructions aiul defended the 
instructions as correct. Ayear later, the Communis 
Party Central Committee finally went on record 
chat Mao indeed was personally re^ionsible for foe 
cultural revolution. 

Deng Xiaoping, who became China* s paxamoimt 
leader soon ^er the leftisu were purged, told a 
viriting statesman this summer that he e^cted 
Jiang would be spared. A published report in Hong 
Kong during the summer claimed that Deng himself 
petitioned the Supreme People’s Court for cie-

Fears about the continuing and pervasive Tanaka 
influence both in government and the LDP ate 
apparently well-founded. The former Japanese 
premier is a key defendant in the Lockheed payoff 
scandal which b being tried in court for the past six 
years. If Tanaka is found guilty, be faces a sentence 
that many expect could be the stiflesi In the on- 
goug trial. The sentence could be handed down 
during an election season next year and could easily 
ii^uence the LDP results. 

Although Tanaka is no longer an LDP member, 
be leads the most powerful fection in the party. His 
group and the second largest — that led by former 
Prime Minbier Zenko Suzuki who quit last year — 
supported Nakasone in his grab for the premier- 
ship. Nakasone rewarded Tanaka by placing his 
proteges in sensitive cabinet and LDP posts. 

The result is that the “computerized bulldozer," 
as Tanaka is called, has retained power over 
dedrion-making in the LOP, particularly in fund 
distribution. This means that Tanaka-eodoised 
'LOP candidates ate assured of substantial funding 
in the elections this year. And in so doing, the 
Tanaka fection has very good prospects of remain- 
ing the strongest in the party. For Tanaka, the 
implications are fer-reaching. It secures his future 
as LDP kingmaker, an important role in years 
ahead when, presumably, he will be elevaiing the 
Lockheed scandal case to the supreme court 

Competent observers agree that in this regard, 
Tanaka will have strong backing in the government. 
For instance, the highly sensitive justice ministry 
post has been given to Akira Hatano, a close 
Tanaka confidant. Hatano was former superinten- 
dent general of the Metropolitan Police Oepan- 
ment In the past Minister Hatano raised bis voice 
in parliament to question the direction of the Lock- 
heed trial. Now be occupies a position supervirii^ 
prosecutors, a concept that scandalizes the whole 
nation. 

Prime Minister Nakasone, himself a former 
police officer, has also appointed two other poliee- 



men — and known Tanaka proteges — to the 
cabinet. The powerful job of cabinet secretary is 
now in the hands of former National Police Agency 
chief Masabaru Gotoda. 

Sachio Yamamoto, former chief of the Osaka 
prefeccuraJ police, is the home affeir minister. As 
chairman of the Natiooal Public Safety Commis- 
sion, he supervises the police. Yet another Tanaka 
confidant. Noboru Takeshita, was assured the post 
of finance minister. The post of director general of 
the National Land Agency went to Mutsuki Kato, a 
Lockheed scandal suspect. But be was saved from 
investigation by the statute of limitations. 

In the LDP, Susumu NUcaido retained his job as 
party secretary-general. Once asked to name his 
hobbies, Nikaido readied: “Tanaka, first; Tanaka, 
second; Tanaka, third." As secietacy-general, 
Nikaido shares decisions with Nakasone on how — 
and to whom — party funds are dsbutsed, particu- 
larly during elections. 

Consequently, Nakasone, himself a I/>ckheed 
scandal suspect who previously appeared before 
parliament to proclaim his innocence, has opened 
an administration that, in the eyes of many 
already the most discredited. In his first public 
statements designed to turn attention away from 
the TBnaka dominance, Nakasone deepened public 
concern by repeating chat he wants the constitution 
revised and the nation's defense capability 
improved. He added, however, that Japsm would 
not become a m'llitary power or pose a threat to its 
neighbors. 

At home, he promised to reduce the of a 
bloated bureaucracy and to tackle the enormous 
defich-flnandng problems. He also inherited a pol- 
icy to freeze the wages of government workers. In 
his own show of belr-rigbtening. he and his cabiaet 
members have decided to take a wage cut of 10 
percent a month. 

Nakasone also said he cannot rule out the p^fri- 
bility of pushing defense spending beyond one per- 
cent of the gross nationtd product. This was the 
ceiling set as early as 1976 ^ his pre^oessois. 


Consequentiy, opporition fears are that the 
Nakasone govenuneiit will push Japan .tother 
along a military path and hei^ten concern among 
its Asian neighbors.

Defense officials say they have failed to 
identify anything barically wrong with their 
ships. Aftera sti^y of performance the minis- 
try concluded, “No fundamental design 
defects have been identified." 

But designers may face some dilemmas in 
future as they try to cram extra weaponry and 
electronics into warships. In recent decades 
the trend has been toward lighter, faster, 
more maneuverable ships that pack a potrer- 
fill ffiMsile punch. 

Aluminum was sometimes prefened to 
heavier steel but was found to lose strength in 
fires and since 1978 has only been used in 
Britain for non-structural items IQre ladders 
and ventSatfon trunking. Ouestions were 
raised anew when two part-aluminum fri- 
gates were sunk in the Falklands. But the 
ministry concluded that there was no evi- 
dence that it had contributed to the loss of 
any vessel. 

When the destroyer Liverpool sailed for 
picket dufy in the ^uth Atlantic recently, 
there were unconfinned reports that lifeboats 
had been removed to make way for extra 
armaments, including twin pairs of 20 and 30 
miUiraerer guns.

Interpreters 
could earn as much as $160 for a 7 ^-hour 
day^ but because of foe strain involved they 
put in only about half that time, alternating 
half an bovof work wifo hidf an tour of rest. 

A good mterpteter, 'Wflliams said, "needs 
to woiic only about sb months out of die year 
to earn a decent living^. A'ccordbg to him 
there is a conaderable difference between 
interpreting and transiting, and that they 
call for different ; abilities and ment^ 
attitudes. ' ' 

“Simultaneous interpreters must hare a 
quick and nimble brain," he5aid.“Theymast 
tore a tremendous amount of nervous energy 
to keep op die pace. It really is exbaustisg 
work." The scram can be eased if tto 
interpreter has an advance copy of a 
speaker's remarks and has a chance to study 
it. “If you are dow and methodical, ifehaf s 
the way your brain works, you do not becomt 
a rimultaxieons interpreter," Williams said. 
'"You are better off being a transfetor.’' 

The translator’s job requires greater lan- 
gimgp proficiency foan the interpretei's, he 


said. “ An interpreter can often get away with 
an approximation of what a sp eator is saying, 
espedally if the speaker's words or phrases 
sound awkward or embarrassing if translated 
Itoially." It is vital, to said, dxai interpreters 
hare a thorough knowledge not only of the 
languages they are working in but also of the 
customs, traditions and histories that go with 
them. 


Interpreters have an advantage over trans- 
lators in that they can teli at a ^ance tow weQ 
they are doing simply by looking at the faces 
of their listeners. 


The language demands on translators are 
much greater. “ When they translate a book 
or a report, translators must be precise and 
gtaannatically correct," Williams said. 
“Once they hare turned in their work, it is 
there for aQ to see and judge. That is why we 
mast that they constantly improre tbeir pas- 
sive languages.” 

These, he explained, are languages other 
than one's native language. He said his stu- 
dents are taught to interpret or translate fro m 
pasave languages into their native language. 

One of the seboofs most important ta^ts, 
be said, is to tfispel what he called any fllu- 
sions the student has about his profideocy in 
languages other than his native language., 

"They come here ttunldng they can man- 
ipulate such languages like a native," he said, 
" but they do not have the feeling you for a 

language learned in chfldhood and tto forma- 
rive years.”

Americans rediscover Miami Beach

MIAMI BEACH. Florida (LAT)— -There 
is a bumper sticker you see a lot thra days in 
Sootii Florida. It reads: “Will the last Ameri- 
can leaving Miami please take the flag." 

The fact of immigration — legal and illegal 
— from Haiti. Cuba and several Latin Coun- 
tries is a well-documented one in South 
Florida. News magazines have done cover 
stories on it. television networks have pro- 
duced hour-long specials on the phenome- 
non. movies have been made about the trans- 
formation of a city. Miami has. in the eyes of 
many, become a foreign city on the southern 
tip of the United States. 

Much of the immigration has been positive, 
new citizens turning blighted neighbor- 
hoods into prosperous Spanish-speaking 
areas that pour mHIions of dollars into the 
South Florida economy. But the negative side 
—the rise in crime, the gangland kUtings. the 
drug smuggling, the welfare lines — h^ cap- 
tured the attention of the media and of most 
of the nation. The picture — part fact, part 
fiction — is not a pret^ one. 

The result of all this neptive attention has 
been a shocking decline in North American 
tourism to Miami and its neighboring sister. 
Miami Beach. For the past few years ^y the 
rourism generated by Latins and Europeans 
has kept Miami Beach and its string of high 
rise hotels alive. But today, it appears that 
Americans are rediscovering Miaw Beach. 

A new infusion of money — S30 milli on at 
the FoDtainebleau. $12 ntiUion at the Eden 
Roc. S3 million each at the San SoncL the 
Seville Beach and the Versailles — has been 
poured into the once-grand hotels to make 
them sparkle again. 

It still isn't like the good old days in Miaixii 


Beach, certainly not like the boom year of 
1925 when 481 hotel and apartment build- 
ings were builL but there is a new feeing of 
prosperity, a feeling that the resort, carved 
out of a reptile and rat-infe^d re^oo m 
1 91 5. is once again headed into the fairi lane. 
Let the good times roO. 

There is not better example of this revived 
spirit in Miami Beach fhan the classic Fon- 
tainebleau. a child of the 'SOs. a place that 
played to the rich and famous, a hotel that 
eventually fell into bankruptcy and very 
nearly was demolished. But new money — 
S30 minion worth — and new management 
Ity the Wlton Corp. have saved the old laefy 
foT the ages. 

A pool area out of fantasy island, with grot- 
tos. lagoons, w'aterfells and palm treeSr has 
transformed the main recreation area of the 
Fontainebleau into a playground for adults. 
The I JZ24 rooms of the hotel have all been 
redecorated, the public areas have been 
returned to tbeir former opulence, and the 
Fbntainbleau's '40s stow. “Stompin at the La 
Ronde." is one of the best evenings in town. 

You can enjoy an this new opulence in the 
Fontainebleau for about $125 a oigbL Or. 
you can stay in one of Miami Beach' s restor^ 
art deco hotels for about $50 a night. There 
relatively low prices are perhaps the main 
reason for Miami BeachTs resurgence. 

For years, tourists bare overflown Miami 
Beach on tbeir way to the Caribbean, low 
airfares and low prices making a vacation in 
the islands easily affordable. But the times 
have caught up the Caribbean as aiiferes 

have skyrocketed and an average (and I do 
mean average) room at a major resort is often 
more than $200 a night in season, and a sim- 
ple meal costs $30. 


By comparison, hfiami Beach is a bargain, 
a place where you can get a siqrerb m^ of 
stone crabs for only $6.50 at historic Joe's 
Stone Ctab (fbund^ in 1919) and a hotd 
room for iess than half of what you would pay 
in the Caribbean. 

If you insist on spending your money, just 
drive up the beach 10 minutes to Bal harbor, 
where shops like Neiman-Maicus. Saks, 
Gucci and Cartier will be happy to help you. 
But, happy day. you don't have to mortage 
the fann to enjoy a warm sun and a soft 
beach. 

There is a frnim for Miami Beach, a 
sprightly step to tto old girl. Water taxis are 
being plann^ for Indian creek, which ^lits 
the island, to take guests from hotel to hotel. 
A toH-free numtor (800-641-1111) for 
booking hotel rooms has been estabUsbed 
jointly by Miami Beach and Dade county, a 
first-ever coordination for South Flonda 
tourism. The badly eroded beach has been 
totally rebuilt, thanks to a $64 mflli nn effort 
by the army corps of engmeers, and is now 
wide and sweeping, traveling oearty 1 0 miles 
up the Sank of the Atlantic. The historic Art 
Deco district is bei^ spruced up and prom- 
oted and the Miami Beach Performing Aim 
Center is bringing in top road shows to entice 
a younger clientele. 

If a recent look at some of the establish- 
ments along the beach, from Joe’s Stone Ctab 
at the south up to the New Alexander, a hotel 
that wfll op^ next year (its restaurant, 
Dozzziniqiie's. is alreatfy open) as Miami 
Beadfs most deluxe property, is any indica- 
tion. the tourists here are e x Uatmfinaiily 
diverse. There are a lot of olcto people, cer- 
tainly. but there are a lot of families, many 
young couples, and a lot of an^es too. 


Golden Gate construction turning 50

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— Haifa centi^ 
ago man employed the roost modern equqH 
meet to build the Golden Cate Bridge. Never 
had so long a bridge been attempted, never a 
taller tower. Never had brid^ buflders tack- 
led astrah so treacherous, with its gale winds, 
cold gray fog and tides a oixle wide and 200 
feet deep. 

Four years and five months later, a graceful 
span two. windy promontories, the 

crowning achievement of the great age of 
American bridge building. 

Wednesday is the golden anniversary of 
the day builders began the Golden Gate 
Bridge. A weeklong exhibit of memorabilia 
and photographs, including a famed Ansel 
Adams print of the bridge-less strait, will 


mark the occasion. And milesrones in con- 
struction will be noted until the SOtb anniver- 
sary of opening day is celebrated May 27. 
1987. 

The completed bridge, with its grim attrec- 
tioD for some 740 suic^es. is 8.981 feet The 
main, suspendd ^ao measures 4.000 feet 
Each giant cable is 7.650 feet long, and both 
used a total of 80.000 miles of wire. It was 
surpassed in length by 60 ftot when New 
York's Verazzaoo Narrows Bridge was 
fioisbed in 1961. 

More than 900 million vehicles have cros- 
sed the bridge since it opened, including 
about 37 million in 1982. 

Legend has it that the Golden Gate was 
created by a solar mishap when San Ftandsco 
bay was a fertile valley. The Sun in his dafly 
trek from East to West feQ m love with an 


Indian princess and abducted her. In hfr 
flight, he stubbed his toe on Mount Diablo. 
StumUiog. he dropped the maiden to her 
death, his aim crashed through the seaward 
rim of the valley and the Itodfic coursed 
throu^ the breach. 

Geologists say the strait was once a river 
gorge that deepened and widened as the 
coastline sanV and the ocean pushed land- 
ward. 

The dream of bridguig the bay goes back to 
1872 at least, when Ctorles Cromer longed 
to extend his Central Pacific Raiboad. 


PUJG.I£N3& 
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Joseph Strauss, builder of 400 bridges in 
places from Washington to Leningrad, 
drafted his first design for the Golden Gate 
Bridge in 1921 and battled opponents for a 
dozen years before woik couU b^m. 

The milhaTy worried that an enemy mig^t 
bomb the brid^ and block the vital strait. 
Taxpayers warned a toO bridge could never 
pay its way. Shq^is feared tbeir vess^ 
would strike it. 

Geologists predicted an earthquake would 
topple it Environmentalists complained a 
steel eye ore would mar the day’s beauty and 
send hordes of tourists into tto rural counties 
to tto north. Conservatives said it was an 
"economic crime" to create brad^ ind^ 
btedness during the depression.

De Cuellar regrets 
U.S. bedding up funds 


UNITED NATIONS, Jan. 4 (AP) — 
Secietao'-Ceneral Javier Perez de Cuellar 
said he viewed as "a matter of the utmost 
seriousness" U.S. President Ronald 
fteagaa’s decision to wjthboJd a U.N. assess- 
ment of up to $700,000 this year. 

Through its action, the United States finds 
itself in the company of 1 6 other U.N. mem- 
bers who, as of Dec. 31, owed the organiza- 
tion a total of some $84.9 million — nearly 
$50 million of which is withheld by the Soviet 
Union. 

Perez de CueDar said through his spokes- 
man that he had learned of Reagan's Dec. 30 
announcement "with regret," adding that it 
was “a matter of the utmost sexiousnea fiar 
the United Nations as it affects the ability of 
the enganization to carry out functions that 
have teen decided upon by the competent 
legislative oigans." 

The withheld U.S. payment was ear- 
marked for a preparatory commission set up 
under the law of the sea treaty, which the 
United States refosed to sign at a cere mony in 
Montego Bay, Jamaica, last month. 

The Reagan administration rejected the 
convention because of opposition to its provi- 
sions for mining of minerals on the deep sea- 
ted, which the treaty declares the "common 
heritage of mankind." 


The preparatory commission is to draw up 
rules for the international seated authority 
which is to regulate deep sea mining and 
share proceeds with poorer nations. 

In last weelfs statement issued in Palm 
Springs, Calif., Reagan said the assessment 
was "not a proper expense" of the United 
Nations since the law of the sea machinery 
was" legally independent of and distinct from 
the U.N.” 

Furthermore, the president said, "these 
funds are destined to finance the very aspects 
of the law of the sea treaty that are unaccept- 
able to the United States." 

Over U.S. and Turkish objections, 135 
members of the U.N. general assembly voted 
on Dec. 3 to finance the treaQ^’s preparatory 
commission from the regular U.N. budget. Its 
cost is estimated at about $4 million a year. 

The United States normally pays a quarter 
of the regular U.N. budget and the administ- 
ration calculates that in the preparatory 
eommisaon's first year, the U.S. share of its 
costs would be between $500,000 and 
$700,000. 

Because of a congressional dictate, the 
administration already has held back a total 
of $612,600 in U.N. dues destined for the 
South-West Africa Peo{rie's Organization, 
seeking to wrest the territory of temb-West 
Africa from South^African control. ^ .

Dhaka treads uncertain path 


Talking, talking, intelligent robot on the way 


' TOKYO. Jan. 4 (R) — TTie Japanese 
^ government is stepping up its investment in 
I the development the 1990s of a new 
I generation of computers able to read and 
I write many languages and virtually thinlr 
i like a human brain. 

The industry ministry said it would ear- 
I mark about $12 million for the project in 
the 1 983 financial year from April, the sec- 
ond year of a 1 0-year researdt program — 
nearly seven times as much as in the current 
year. 

' Some of the money will be used to pro- 
duce sample parts for the new mac^e. 
dubbed the "fifth generation computer." 
The first generation were made from tubes 
and electric circuits, the second from semi- 
conductors. the third from integrated cir- 
cuits and the fourth with large-scale inte- 
grated circuits. 

The new machine, with even larger inte- 
grated circuits, should contain memory 
banks up to 1 0.000 times bigger than those 
in current computers, and work up to 1 .000 
times faster. Japanese computer engineers 
say. 

The aim of the fifth-generation project is 
1 to devise a computer with a terminal — 


keyboard plus television — which can be 
operated by anyone in almost any language, 
and there is ta^ of a microphone replacing 
the keyboard, with the computer able to 
converse easily with its user. This would 
mean that tenninals could be sued by peo- 
ple with absolutely no knowledge of how a 
computer works. 

Japanese computer scientists say they 
want the new model to be able to read, 
recognize Japanese and Chinese characters, 
react to color, pick up speech accents and 
respond to ma^ematicai instructions. 

Tbey also want it to be able to use tele- 
phone lines to huge data banks, di^^iose its 
own breakdowns and. above all. be cheap 
enough so that almost every household 
could afford one terminal. And recent 
break thronghs by Japanese companies 
make it look a realistic concept 

In November the state-run telefrfione 
company. Nippon Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Corporation, said it had developed a 
computer which could read documents, 
books and newspapers in a female voice. 

The company alw said it had produced a 
robot with fingers sentitive enough to turn 
over the thin pages of a telephone directory. 


The fifth generation opens iq> the possi- 
bility of speaking to a terminal in one lan- 
goage while the computer translates for a 
recipient in a distant country. 

In October. Fujitsu, a lai;^ manufac- 
turer. said it was already trying to bu3d a 
computer which could listra to a man's 
voice and print out what he said in another 
langimge. 

Fujitsu says it has managed to create a 
compoteri^ system to translate some of 
its international reports from Japanese into 
English, altbough its dktionaiy is Knitt ed to 
about 7.000 words and phrases. 

Tlte aim now is to rastiy increase this 
memory and comlnne a voice recognition 
device and a Japanese word {socessor. 

Other companies have made agnificant 
advances in speeding up computers’ cal- 
culating time and reducing memory azes. 
Scientists involved in the fifth generation 
project say the translation problem is being 
tacUed but friither work is necessary. 

The plan frn* this year is to draw up bluep- 
rints for parts that can be used in the compu- 
ter. then make and test samples. Interest in 
the project from the computer industries in 
Europe and the U.S. has also to be assessed. . 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP) — BMgla^ 
esh’s long-term economic outlook is still 
clouded with uncertainty, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce has said. 

It is filled with many uncertainties, prob- 
lems, and a chronic shortage of resources, the 
depanment said. "Any economic improve- 
uieut for this densely populated country, 
where more than 90 million people live in an . 
area the size of the American state of Wis- 
consin, is baJaoced against other factora that 
are not favourable," the department srud in a 
special report on the economy of Bangladesh. 

“Although imports have dropped, thus 
reducing the expenditure of foreign 
exchange, government revenue decreases 
with such a drop, as about 70 percent of the 
total government revenue is connected with 
foreign trade. The move to broaden the tax 
base should help the govemmeut coffers over 
time." 

A recent deterrent to business confidence, 
particularly to foreign investors, has been the 
government’s move to ban rbe manufocrure 
and sale of some drugs and to permit the 
raannfacture of others domestic firms 
only, the Commerce Department said. 

l^presentatives by foreign governments, 
pharmaceutical associations, and individual 


- firms have resulted in some modification of 
the restrictions, but some anti-private ele- 
ments in the government have prevafied over 
others fBvonfote to such iovestment, it added. 

Earnings on jute and jute products, Bang- 
ladeslf s primary export eainetiL have fallen 
as a result of (be world reoessKm m general as 
well as the decline of the frousing industry in 
the United Stales which takes most of the jute 
carpet backing cloth, the Commerce 
Department said. 

Additional earnings throng the gov^- 
ment program of enootiragiiig diversified 
exports are in the future, and the nati^ 
resources on which to base, eiqiort production 
are very limited, it said.

Bonn jobless mount to 2,2m 


BONN, Jan. 4 (R) — West German unem- 
ployment rose sharply to 2.22 mDlion in 
December whb both government leaden and 
private forecasters predicting a higher total 
before general elec^ns expected March 6. 
Aware tbe that unemployment win be a key 
election issue, senior officials in Cbancellor 
Helmut KobTs oenter-rigbt coalition govern- 
ment have ^d repeatedly that the figure 
would reach 2.5 million by tbe end of Febru- 
ary. 

Tbe December ^ure, announced by the 
federal labor office, represented 9.1 percent 
of the labor force and was up from 2.04 mil- 
lion or 8.4 percent in November. It was the 
highest monthly total since February, 1955. 

The Kohl government, which took office 
on Oct. 1, h^ enaphaslred that tbe jobless 
rate was already firing at that time and said it 
was really rite responsibLtity of former Social 
Democratic (SPD) Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt. 

Political analysts said the key question was 
whether, by March 6, the voters would think 
in terms of what they called "‘Schmidt's 
unemployed or Kohfs unemployed." 

Labor ministry sources described Febniaiy 
as tradhibnaUy the most critical month for 
unemployment figure because, of work cut- 
backs due to bad winter weather. 

February jobless figmes would normally 
be released early in March, probably just 
before the expected March 6 polling day. In 
current mild conditions, the sources said, the 


weather might have less impact pn January' 
figures due in early February. 

Because of West Germany’s basically 
strong economy, it was the last major West- 
ern industrial power to be hit by the worl- 
dwide economic recession. 

Unlike such major trading rivals as the 
United States and Britain, where the reces- 
sion is generally regarded as at or very near 
the bottom. West Germany has yet to bear 
tbe fuQ brunt. 

But, with inflation expected to be onder 
five percent this year and interest rates 
sharply lower, the Kohl government has 
cautiousty forecast a recovery by tbe second 
half of this year.

While 
Sh^ finished the 1 982 footb^ season with a 
7-3 triumph over Pittsburg in the Cotton 
Bowl and an 1 1 -0-1 record. The tie came 
against Arkansas on Nov. 20. 

SMU Cans argue that a loss weighs more 
than a tie and the Po{^ actually should be 
sitting on top of both the AF and UPl poU 
instead of No. 2. ”No one will ever be able to 
explain to me how a team (Penn State) that 
has lost a game to another team that in turn 
lost four times (Alabama) can be ranked 
ahead of one that has not lost at all.” said 
SMU coach Bobby Collins. "As for as Tm 
concerned, we’re No. 1.” 

Tlie system of pickiiig the top coUege foot- 
ball team in the country is the core of the 
controversy. Instead of having a booafide 
playoff system in NCAA foocbaii. as there is 
in other NCAA sports, the top 20 spots in 
college football are determined by a panel of 
sports writers and coaches from across the 
country belonging to UPl and AP. Many 
argue that subiectiviw prevails when the first 
place votes are cast. Por instance, the Eastern 
media will cast more votes for an Eastern 
team — Penn State; and the Southern media 
will be biased toward a Southern team — 
SMU. 

Penn State received 44 of 55 first-place 
votes and 1 .089 of a posrible 1 . J 00 points to 
the AP poll. SMU received nine first-friace 
baUots and 1 .023 points. In UPl ratings, tte 
Nittany Lions received 33 first-piiace votes 
and 5M points from the 37 coadies. who 
participated in the final voting to outdistance 
SMU's four first-place votes and 514 points.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP) — Piesideat 
Ronald Reagan Monday named a panel of 
defense experts to advise him on a way to 
deploy a new generation of nuclear missiles 
acceptable to Congress and lecominend 
improvements in the nation's strategic forces. 

“It is a very difficult issue," said Brent 
Soowcroft, former National Security Afiaiis 
Adviser to Pieadent Gerald Ford and clmir- 
man of the oommission. **If it were not a 
difficult issue, it would have been solved a 
long time ago," Scqwaofc told reporters in the 
White House driverway. ** Whatever we may 
come up with is unUkely to receive the 
unanimous approval of everyone in the coun- 
try, in the Congress, or whatever," he added. 

Reagan has said be will not be bound by 
recommendacions of tbe group, particuJariy 
if they are at odds with tbe views or'our own 
milhaiy people who are going to have to use 
these weapons if the/ re ever used." 

The 11-member group includes former 
Secretary of State Alesander M. Haig, a 
retired four-star general, former Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown, who served under 
President Jimmy Carter in the late 1970s, 
WiDiam Cements,. govemororchiefexecu- 
rive of Texas and a former deputy secretary of 
defense and one-time CIA Director Richard 
Helms. 

Reagan said he directed the group to’* seek 
out tbe views and asdstance of a wide variety 
of distinguished authorities in the strategic 
field and to consult closely with members of 
Congress throughout the commission's 
deliberations." The executive order Reagan 
signed establishing the group gives them a 
Feb. 18 deadline for reporting their recom- 
mendations. 

Reacting to the appointment, officials said 
that by appointing the commission, 
Reagan is trj^g to ta£e the issue out of the 
political arena to improve the weapon's 
chances of survival. "The present is 
interested in getting aconsensus and congres- 
sional approval for a basing mode for the 
MX, rather than re-Sghting the 1980 cam- 
paign,*' said one oCfidal who asked to be 
anonymous. 

The only rejniesentatjve from the Reagan 
administration's Defense Department is Dr. 
Marvin Atkins, director of offensive and 
space ^sterns. Atkins will not be a voting

Italian judge visits Munich to get evidence 


ROME. Jan. 4 (Agencies) — liario Mar- 
tella. the Ital^ magistrate investigating the 
1981 shooting of tbe pope, left for Munich. 
West Germany. Monday to interriew a new 
witness, airport officials said. 

The Italian news agency Ansa smd a Turk- 
ish resident in Munich was believed to have 
information that would be important to tbe 
investigation and had agreed to talk to Mar- 
tella. Ansa and several Italian news papers 
also said the m^isirate would be interrogat- 
ing Musa Cedar Celebi. 30. a Turk arrested in 
November and irafriicated in the anempted 
assassination of Pope John Paul II. Italian 
prosecutors have not said what role they sus- 
pect he played in the May 13. 19S1. attack 


Celebi is believed to be one of the leaders 
of the Gray Wolves, a right-wing Turkisb 
oiganization modeled after the Hitler Youth 
Movement. Many members of the Gray 
Wolves are living in West Germany. Bve 
Turks and two Bulgarians have been charged 
as accomplices in the shooting, in addition to 
Mehmet Alz Agca. the Turkish natioiial serv- 
ing a life sentence for attempted murder of 
tbe pope. 

Meanwhile in Moscow, a Soviet television 
commentator Monday said allegations link- 
ing Bulgarian agenfe with the asrassination 
attempt on Pope Paul were part of die >Vest- 
ern alliance’s preparations for "a war against 
the socialist communit>'.” 



Anatoly Kransikov. appearing on the main 
nightly new-$ pmgram Vremya (time), also 
said the allegations were designed “to set 
Catholics against the Communists to present 
the socialist countries as the enemies of the 
Vatican.** It was the first Soviet challenge 
since Dec. 22 to tbe accusations of a 
garian and perhaps, therefore. Soviet KGB 
secret police link to the 1981 attack on the 
pope by Mehmet All Agca. 

Tbe commentator recalled Nazi Ger- 
many's attempt to blame a Communists for 
tbe fire in the Reichstag and noted that the 
plan backfired. " Anti-Communists were 
(then) preparing war against the first socialist 
state.

U.S. allies 
given nuclear

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (R) - The State 
Depanment said Monday the United States 
had given other nuclear supplier nations a Hsr 
nuclear equipment and materials that it keeps 
under eXj^rc controls. 

Spokesman Alan Romberg said the 
Reagan administration over the past two 
years had held talks whh other nuclear sup- 
pliers to prevent exports of sensitive items 
“ to nations of proliferation concern." He did 
not identify these countries. 

"In connection with these efforts, we have 
fumisifed our control lists to other supplier 
nations and explained why we control certain 
items" he told reporters. In July, 1981, Presi- 
dent Reagan "made very clear that tbe 
United States was vigorously seeking the 
cooperation of other supplier nations in 
improving nuclear export controls, as one 
part of his overall non-proliferation policy,'' 
he added. 

Mitterrand, colleagues 
discuss Corsica issue 

PARIS. Jan. 4 (R) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand discussed worsening 
separatist violence in Corsica with senior 
ministers Tuesday after island nationalists 
bombed a police post and asked the homes of 
policemen with gunfire. 

Police said there were no casualties in the 
attacks at Piaine de Peri, near the Corsican 
capital of Ajaccio, but the blast destroyed a 
car and badly damaged another. 


India opposes seat for Sihanouk 


NEW DELHI. Jan. 4 (AFP) — India 
Tuesday rejected suggestions that Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, president of Cambo- 
dians anti-Hanoi coalition government, be 
invited to next March's nonaligned summit 
here in his personal capacity as a founder^ 
member of the 97-natibn movement. 

At a press conference here. Summit Sec- 
retary Gcneral-Dcsigoaie K. Naiwar Singh 
also ruled out the possibility of seating either 
of the two rival Cambodian governments at 
the upcoming summit due to continuing dif- 
ferences among members over who should be 
invited. Prince Sihanouk is president of the 
tripartite democratic Kampuchea euvem 


mem set up last July to oppose the Hanoi- 
backed Phnom Penh regime. Singh said no 
one had so far ever been invited in an indi- 
vidual capacity to a nonaligned summit. 

On Cambodian representation, he said: 
"As fac as we know, the situation which 
existed in Havana (at tbe last nonaligned 
summit in 1 979) continues and it is not likely 
to undergo any change."'‘The Cambodian 
seat had been left vacant at tbe Havana meet- 
ing. But Singh noted that India’s own position 
was different as it recognized the Heng Sam- 
rin regime in Phnom Penh -as Cambodia's 
legitimate government.
